OKLAHOMA CITY, O. T., March 11.—A 
terrific wind storm visited this place early 
to-day, coming from the Southwest, for 
half an hour. Nearly 100 houses were 
blown down. 

No lives were lost and no one so far 
reported was seriously injured. 

The property loss may not go above $109),- 
000, as most of the buildings blown away 
were not costly.

March 3, at Hotel Beers. 

The police say Moran married into an 
estimable family on (Lindell bl. The house 
was shadowed an @iMoran's whereabouts 
discovered, . 

According @o0 the story related by the 
Detectives, Oran reached St. Louis in the 
latter part of February. Later he went to 
Hotel Beers and registered under the name 
of “Oliver Aines”’ and wae assigned to a 
room. He was stylishly dressed and had, 
apparently, plenty of money. His trunk, a 
handsome leather, was almost covered w:th 
express and steamship labels. Some were 
French, It n, German and Russian, 
ehowing that he had traveled extensively in 
these and otHer countries, while there were 
many Amertean labels. 

‘‘Aines’’ regietered at Hotel Beers March 
1 On March 3 the apartments occupied by 
Ss. L. Highleyman were entered and dia- 
monds valued at $1000 were stolen. Mr. 
Highleyman !s tax commissioner for the 
Gould railroad system. 

“A‘nes,”"’ as he called himself, remained 
at the hotel two days longer. But no sus- 
picion was @irected toward him. The de- 
tectives wh@ work on the case investi- 
gated “Aines.”’ but no one at the hotel 
would think for a moment that he could 
have been guilty. When ‘“Aines’’ quitted 
the hotel he left his trunk there and a few 
days ago he returned to not‘fy the hotel 
people he expected to leave the city in a 
few days a that he would send for his 
trunk.

The pool rooms 
in New York, Albany, Brooklyn, Cincinnati, 
Chicago.St. Louis, New Orleans,Denver and 
San Francisco were fleeced by means of 
these men. They are said to be expert tele- 
raph operators and thorough electricians. 
Phat Moran is a student of electricity is 
attested by some of the clippings describ- 
ing Tesla's telegraphy without wires. There 
are drawings and figures showing that he 
is an educated man.

HUDDLED AT UNION STATION. 


THEY NUMBER 110 AND ARE 
WAITING FOR OTHERS. 


Somebody Has Painted for Them a 
Roseate Vision of the Money 
They Will Make in the Coal 
Mines Across the River. 


Twenty-five families of poor negroes, 
numbering 110 men, women and children, 
are bPuddled in the second-class waiting- 
room at Union Station, awaiting transport- 
ation, they know not where. 

They are coal miners and their wives 

and children, from Oklahoma, being 
shipped like beasts of burden to an un- 
known destination in the mining district of 
Lllinois. 
- They arrived at Unton Station Saturday 
morning, and were immediately hustijea 
the waiting-room by two of thel 
number, who seem to be in control of the 
company, 

These leaders are John Howard and Wil- 
liam House of Oklahoma City, O. T. They 
stated that the company of 110 just hap- 
pened to be traveling together; that some 
might stay in St. Louis, but most of them 
were going East.

Gov. Stephens Says the General Reve- 
nue of the State Is Needed, but 
He Thinks an Appropriation 
Should Be Provided. 


State Auditor Seibert proposes a special 
annual tax of $1 on every male person of 
voting age in Missouri, as a means of 
raising funds for the World's Fair. The 
tax would raise at least $500,000 a year, or 
$2,000,000 by 1903. This plan is approved 
by Gov. Stephens and it will be submitted 
to the guests at the World's Fair banquet 
at the Mercantile Club to-night. ° 

In his vigorous way Seibert outlined two 
methods by which money can be found 


_ rovide an ree that would 
t the dignity of the State. 
“IT think there are 71 men in the House 
and 18 men in the Senate with nerve 
enough to do it,”” he eaid. “It is not nec 
essary to amend the Constitution. Let 
the islature put a tax of $1 on every 
man of voting age in the State and make 
ayment of the tax a necessary qualifica- 
ion for thé exercise of the suffrage, if 
necessary, to insure its payment. That 
would raise $500,000 a year, at least, as 
there are 650,000 voters in the State. That 
would mean $2,000,000 by 1903. I cannot con- 
ceive that there is a man in Missouri who 
would not be glad to contribute $4 to the 
randest project that the State has ever 
Fad under its auspices. Every man who 
loves his State, and who wishes her dig- 
nity and fair name upheld, should gladly 
submit to such a tax.

0L0 TOM GRAY BURIED 


TOUCHING ADDRESS DELIVERED 
BY REV. DR. PALMER. 


In a coffin all covered with flowers sent 
by loving friends, the body of “Old Tom’ 
Gray was laid to rest Saturday afternoon 
in Bellefontaine Cemetery. The funeral] ser- 
vices, conducted by the Rev. Dr. Palmer of 
the Lafayette Park Presbyterian Church, 
were held in the reception room of Eberle 
& Keye's undertaking establishment, at St. 
Ange av. and La Salle st. 

It was just the sort of funeral ‘Old Tom” 
would hhave ordered had he known when he 
went to his bed a week ago that he would 
never leave it until friends took him to 


Bellefontaine and placed him in a tomb 
pbuult at this own direction. Dr. Palmer's 
address wus a touching reference to the life 
of the dead man. “Old Tom’ was not plous, 
as the term is usually taken, but he was 
honest and upright and charitable, and 
his presence aiways put his associates In 
better spirits.

That Mr. Gray anticipated no fatal ill- 
ness when he was first stricken down is 
shown from his diary.

When he returned home at night 
he made entries of the principal events of 
the day upon the game sheet of paper. 
These he kept until] the end of the month 
when he copied them into a blank book. 
It was also his habit to record the at- 
tractions at the various theaters, with any 
item of interest to which he might care to 
refer in the future, for many of Mr. Gray's 
closest friends were actors and manag«ers. 
The last two sheets prepared for his diary 
were found on a table in his room just @s 
he had left them. They read as follows: 
Thuraday, Mech. 2-99—Very foggy morning, but 
made the rounds of the newspaper offices in the 
forenoon and had luncheon in Planter'’s buffet. Back 
to office by one o'clock where I stayed until after 3. 
Was taken with a chill, came home and went to 
bed right away.

TOOK POISON AFTER INQUIRY 
MADE ABOUT A GIRL. 


NEW YORK, March 11.—Though Albert 
D. Smith, Postmaster of the Brooklyn Navy 
Yards, is still alive, no statement of his 


reason for taking carbolic acid yesterday 
and no new light on the disappearance of 
Miss Henrietta Wechsler has been secured. 
Postmaster Smith attempted suicide in a 
barroom a short time after detectives had 
questioned him regarding meetings with 
Miss Wechsler. A clerk under Smith says 
that he was visited by the young woman 
oe day of her disappearance; last Wednes- 
aay. 

Smith is married and has three children. 

Miss Wechsler is 26 years old, the daugh- 
ter of a dealer in women’s cloaks, at No. 
533 Fulton et., Brooklyn. Their home is 
a handsome, four-story, brown-stone house. 
She left home about 2 o'clock Wednesday 
afternoon, after telling her mother that she 
was going for a walk. She has not been 
seen since by any of relative. She wore a 
the time $350 worth of jewelry and had a 
small sum of money. Her disappearance 
was reported to the police Wednesday 
night, but not madé public until Thursday. 

The meetings did not become Known to 
the police until J. P. M. Thornton, a clerk 
at the Brooklyn Postoffce, read of Miés 
Wechsler’s disappearance and at once de- 
clared that he had seen her meet Smith 
in the postoffice at 11 o'clock on.

Gen. Henry Says That Condi- 
tions Are Alarming. 


“A STRONG HAND” IS NEEDED. 


INSTEAD OF SENDING TROOPS 
HOME HE NEEDS MORE. 


Tll-Feeling Is Growing Every Day and 
the Shocking Murder of an Amer- 
ican Soldier Is Only an Inci- 
dent to Prove It.

OHICAGO, March 11.—A report from a 
special correspondent published here, says: 

All is quiet in Porto Rico these days as 
as it used to be along the Potomac in 1863. 
The real situation in the island is not un- 
derstood. The War Department is far 
astray. 

They have asked Gen. Henry to send 
home troops and he is in a dilemma. He 
has only three regiments, the Eleventh In- 
fantry, the Nineteenth Infantry and the 
Fifth Cavalry, and two patteries of the 
Fifth Heavy Artillery. 

“I need twice the troops I have,” said 
the General, when called upon, ‘“‘because 
of the easy victory of our troops here in 
the war and the apparent friendliness of 
the natives to the American soldiers when 
they invaded the island, a notion prevails 
in the States that there is little necessity 
for a strong force to maintain order in 
the island. The idea is erroneous. 

“The conditions here are alarming. The 
poor have been given every opportunity, 

ut they have thrown them all aside. They 
are clamoring now for local self-govern- 
ment. They are no more fit for local self- 
peverament than | am to run a locomo- 

ve. 

“Discontent, aroused by professional ag- 
itators, is rapidly growing, and can be 
kept down only by a strong military force, 

“The ill-feeling between the natives and 
the American troops seems to grow 
Stronger every day. The American offi- 
cers have to maintain the greatest vigilance 
to prevent their men from wreaking ven- 
geance on the natives, and especially on 
the native police, for acts of violence that 
are continually committed against the 
troops.”’ 

The conditions at Ponce since the clash 
between the soldiers and the native police 
in which several Porto Ricans were killed, 
have been bordering on open battle between 
the troops and the natives. 

At San Juan a few nights ago three eail- 
ors froin the United States cruiser Pan- 
ther were wounded by bullets from the ri- 
fles of the native police of the town, who, 
in attempting to arrest one of the sailors, 
became excited, and fired indiscriminately. 

The natives now regard the soldiers as in- 
vaders, and clamor loudly about “inalien- 
able rights.” 

Gen. Henry says the upper class Porto 
Ricans have given him loyalty and support. 

Many of the natives have their eyes fixed 
on Gomez and his dream of cementing 
Cuba, Santo Domingo and Porto Rico in 
a great West Indian republic. 

Col. Henry’s face, scarred where an In- 
dian’s bullet ploughed through his cheeks, 
took on a grimness that his troops used to 
see in the old days out on the Western 
Plains as he concluded his remarks about 
conditions in the island. 

“IT have given them too much rein.” 
he said. “Now I’m going to take in the 
slack.’’ 

The terrible murder of Private Michael 
Burke, of Company L, af the Forty-seventh 
New York, is the talk 6f the island. At 
Cagnas, twenty-five miles from San Juan 
he entered the Porto Rican Literary Club, 
of Caguay, and was sitting at a small ta- 
ble reading, when a native slipped up be- 
hind him and with one stroke of a machete 
sharpened to a razor edge severed the sol- 
dier’s head from his body and sent it roll- 
ing acroes the floor. 7 

Another soldier happened into the club 
sometime afterward and saw the dismem- 
bered trunk of the dead man still in the 
chair, with the head lying where it had 
rolled. Several Porto Ricans were standing 
quietly around discussing the matter. 

No one would admit having seen the mur. 
der committed. Suspicion finally fixed upon 
one man, but when a provost guard went 
out to arrest him he had fled, and although 
the entire country around Caguay was 
thoroughly seached for the murderer he 
has not yet been found. 


TROUBLE SURE SOON OR LATE. 


New York Colonel Says That Porto 
Ricans Hate American Rule. 

NEW YORK, March 11.—Col. William H. 
Hubbell. commander of the Forty-seventh 
Regiment, which has just returned from 
Porto Rico, declares: “The Porto Ricans 
want independence.” 

Col. Hubbell declares this belief, based 
upon his experience as a soldier of this 
Government, and says that an iIinsurrec- 
tion of the natives of Porto Rico is bound 
to come sooner or later. 

He said that every evidence of the fcerth- 
coming uprising was given in Porto 
especially in the latter part of 
of the Forty-seventh Regiment ?¢ eo <A 
Porto Rican Aguinaldo could cause this 
Government much annoyance. The people 
had become demoralized by the example 
of Cuba, having observed there the suc- 
cessful issue of a great revolution. 

“It is just five months now,” said Col. 
Hubbell. ‘“‘since we left Newport Newe for 
Porto Rico on the Manitoba. We were 
Sent to Porto Rico to help restore order 
and set the machinery of the somewhat 
modified civil government in operation. 

‘“‘ontrary to our expectations, we have 
had to attend largely to military business 
during the latter part of our stay. 
headquarters of the Forty-seventh 
ment were at Caguas, a town in the 
ern part of the island containing 
7000 people. We found it very 
very ill smelling. We first set 
cleaning the place. 

“We left Caguas clean, I think we re- 
stored order completely. At least this was 
so during our stay. But we found out that 
there is a latent determination among a 
larze class of Porto Ricans to gain inde- 
pendence, There is no longer any use in 
trying to conceal the fact. 

‘Our troubles and annoyances Increased 
toward the last. The demonstrations made 
at our departure convinced us that the ma- 
jority of the natives were glad to get rid of 
us. Our first difficulties on the island were 
caused by our suppression of a secret socie- 
ty known as the Black Hand. It was or- 
ganized on the same lines as the Ku Klux 
in this country. A plot was formed. of 
which we obtained ample proof, to enter 
our barracks by stealth and put the entire 
portion of the regiment which Wasa at 
Caguas to the machete. Fortunately we 
were placed on our guard and the Ccon- 
spiracy was frustrated, 

“T soon found out who was at the head of 
this organization, and I informed him that 
I should hold nim person illy responsible 
for any act of hostility toward us. what- 
ever it was, or by whom committed.

The success of the Labor party in the recent local elections 
in Ireland, as related in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, marks 
another step in progress. 

This is the first election beld under the Balfour Local Gov- 
ernment bill, passed to appease the bunger for home rule. 
Curiously enough, although a Tory measure, its first applica- 
tion results in the overwhelming defeat of the Tory party.

CYPERUS ALTERNIFOLIUS is often 
grown in vases of water with some soil 


for the roots to take hold of. Put some 
stones about the plant to support it. 


THE SWAINSONIA likes a temperature 
of about 6 degrees, but it does fairly well 
in a higher one, diIt»emust be kept moist 
at his roots and be given plenty of root 
room. Shower it daily to keep the red 
spider down. 


FERTILIZERS.—Finely ground bonemeal 
is about as good as anything. It seems to 


suit nearly all plants. It produces a 
healthy growth and is not expensive. It 
may be bought at any store where agri- 
cultural goods are sold. I use this in the 
greenhouse, in the outdoor garden and on 
the lawn, and have no hesitancy in recom- 
mending it for general use. It is one of 
the principal ingredients of all fertilizers. 


GERANIUMS BLASTING.—Quite often 
the geranium will fail to perfect its flowers 


in a room kept very warm and dry. Buds 
will appear, but they soon turn yellow 
and fall off. Keep vessels of water on 
the stove to evaporate. Shower the plants 
all over daily. Put sand or moss between 
the pots to retain moisture and give it off 
slowly. Do anything that will have a ten- 
dency to impart moisture to the atmos- 
phere which surrounds the plants, 


TUBERS IN THE CELLAR.—Examine 
the roots of dahlias, cannas and gladio- 
juses from, time to time and make sure 
that they are not rotting from excessive 
moisture. If any are found with decayed 
spots on them cut away the affected por- 
-‘jons and dust the cuts with sand. It is 
well to give them a place above the floor, 
as the air is generally dryer there. 


WHITE CARNATIONS.—It has been the 


serious endeavor of florists for some years 
past to produce a good, white carnation.

Lizzie McGowan is a good producer, and 
was largely grown, but flowers were not 
large and the plant weak-growing. Flora 
Hill came and was in one sense an im- 
provement; the flowers were large and 
full, but the stems too weak. In 1897 Alba 
Superba was introduced, and in growth 
and stem it was all that could. be desired; 
for other qualities, its value has ‘yet to 
be determined. Evalina has the appear- 
ance of being a popular candidate. Its 
stems are sufficiently stiff and long—the 
plant vigorous and productive.—Meehansa’ 
Monthly for March. 


FUCHIAS.—Repot old plants in March, 
cutting off at least half of the old tops. 
Young plants from cuttings should be en- 


couraged to make a strong growth early 
in the season. After they begin to blaom 
they will not increase much in “size. 
Year-old plants are preferable to young 
plants where large specimens are to be 
grown. ‘Speciosa should not be allowed to 
bloom during the summer. 


PANSIES.—Those who want special col- 
ors of these flowers can only be sure of 
getting just what they want by buying 
their plants after they have begun to 
bloom. Then you know just what the col- 
or is going to be, but there is no cer- 
tainty before that, although the best qual- 
ity of seed in which the colors have been 
kept separately will be likely to give many 
flowers of the color of the parent variety. 


DAISIES.—The daisy of the catalogues, 
Bellis perennis, is not the daisy of the 


meadows and pastures, It is a small plant, 
seldom growing more than four or five 
inches hiigh, with a thick mass of dark 
green foliage, from which it throws up 
small double flowers of pure white, or 
pink which sometimes shades off into a 
decided red. It is a charming plant for 
bordering large beds, and is hardy. It 
blooms early in the season.

Tenor of the Talk te China Is 
Made Decisive. 


IT IS AN ULTIMATUM TO CHINA.

FOUR DAYS GIVEN THE 
MONGOLS TO REPLY. 


Opinion in Pekin Is That the Empire 
Will Be Forced to Yield to. 
the Insistent Dis- 
patch.

PPKIN, March 11.—The Italian Minister 
here, Signor Martine, addressed a note to 
the Foreign Office yesterday evening, mak- 
ing a request to take back the Italian dis- 
patch asking for a concession and notify- 
ing the Foreign Office to accept it as a 
demand, adding that he was willing to en- 
ter into friendly negotiations as to the de- 
tails, but insisting upon an answer within 
four cays. 

This note was couched in courteous terms, 
but the Chinese regard it in the nature-of 
an ultimatum, to which they will probably 
yield.

This Is John W. Foster’s Opinion of the 
Proper Attitude Toward China. 
WASHINGTON, March 11.—In an inter- 


view given out here John W. Foster, ex- 
Secretary of State, who is largely inter- 
ested in American enterprises in’ China, 
says: 5 

“I do not believe that the attitude of 
Italy is likely to force the hand of Russia 
or any other Buropean power. My own 
opinion is that Russia will not, for the 
present at least, attempt anything more in 
China than the holding of control of Man- 
churia and the territory which insures her 
pathway to the Pacific Ocean.” 

“Do you regard the commerce with the 
Orient of sufficient importanceto the United 
States to warrant our interference with or 
participation in the questions that may 
arise there?’’ 

“If you mean that we should invite the 
possibility of war, the answer must be in 
the negative. At the -same time, I agree 
with Lord Beresford that the surface of 
China has only been scratched, and that 
commerce with that country is of more 
value than trade with the whole of Africa. 
The Chinese are the most industrious ople 
on the face of the earth, besides which they 
are not savages, like the Africans, but are 
acquainted with the arts and industries. 
They are civilized, even if they are not 
Christianized. 

“At the same time I don’t believe we 
should have an alliance with anybody for 
anything so far as China is concerned. I 
hope the partition of China may never oc- 
cur. It needs no spirit of prophecy to say 
that division of the Chinese Empire will 
be an extremely difficwlt task.’’ 

“Should the United States have any part 
in that struggle?” 

“Emphatically, no; except to discourage 
it. We should not go a step further than 
insist upon freedom of commerce. We have 
enough problems now confronting us in the 
Philippines, Cuba and Porto Rico.”’

‘LEGISLATURE PROPOSES TO ROB 


THE CITY OF REVENUE. 


INCOME FROM THE SALOONS. 


State Also Determined to Take Away 
Some of the Money Now Coming 
to St. Louis Public Schools. 


Two of the revenue bille which it is pro- 
posed by the Missour! Legislature to en- 
act for the benefit of the general revenue 
of the State and to prevent deficiencies in 
the future will take away from St. Louls 
nearly a quarter of a million dollars an- 
nually. The saloon license revenué bill de- 
prives the city of the greater part of this 
enormous sum. 

Under the present law the 2141 saloons 
of St. Louis produced $207,156 for the Staie 
in 1898. and $1,035,780 for the city. Under 
the proposed revenue law, which does not 
increase the total tax, but merely takes 
revenue from the city and gives it to the 
State, the saloons of St. Lows will pro- 
duce at least $404,312 for the State and 
$828,624 for the city. 

By the same rule Jackson County. in- 
cluding Kansas City, will give up ar least 
$42,000 to the State, and Buchanan County, 
including St. Joseph, will relinquish $6237. 

The total amount relinquished by the 
three principal cities and counties in the 

8 $265,393. 

the total revenue of the State 
from ealoon licenses was $36,480.32. Thus it 
will be seen that the total amount of rev- 
enue relinquished by tne three principal 
cities is $78,087.32 less than the total amount 
of revenue raised for State purposes from 
saloons. In other words, the counties out- 
side of Jackson and Buchanan and &8t. 
Louis city produce only $78,087.32 from sa- 
loon licenses, and will have to rei:liuquish 
only that amount. St. Louis alone produces 
62 per cent of the entire State's revenue 
from saloons. 

Another revenue bill that will cripple St. 
Louis in her tenderest spot—her schools— 
is that passed by the Senate giving the 
whole of the tax of 2 per cent upon the 
gross receipts of foreign insurance com- 

anies to the State. Under the present 
aw half of this tax is apportioned imong 
the counties for school purposes. The total 
amount of the tax was $233,343.98 in 1898. 
Half of this, or $116,776.46, was apportioned 
among the counties. St. Louis got $1k.- 
841.83. Thig is the amount her gschovls 
would have lost had the proposed law heen 
in effect the past vear. It increases St. 
Louis’ comtribution to the State's revenue 
at least $225,997.

HARTMANN IS HIS CANDIDATE. 


Many Strong Republicans Favor Voge] 
and the Contest Is Waging Fast 
and Furious in Every Precinct. 


Mayor Ziegenhein's eupPorters are con- 
siderably worried over the conditions that 
prevail in the ranks of the Republicans of 
the Mayor's own ward, the Ninth.
